Considerable Mystery Surrounds His 
Death—His Companions’ Vain At-

In ancient times 
copper was employed in preference to 


oo| iron. The drop in price to less than 


12 cents a pound is again giving it 
preference over iron for many pur- 


poses. 

In a recent issue of the the Boston 
Traveller, Charles R. Fletcher, the em- 
inent metallargist, has an interesting 
article on the. remarkable growth of 
copper production in America during 
the past half century and its con- 
stantly increasing employment. He 
shows that, within 40 years, America 
has come up from almost nothing to 
the present first rank in copper min- 
ing. Since 1880 copper production has 
trebled, whilst consumption has largely 
increased. 

The chief uses for copper have been 
in brass castings, metal working, naval 
and marine purposes, locomotive parts, 
brewery, distillery, oil-mill and varnish 
plants, copper and brass tubes, plamb- 
ing, wire, and like industries. Of 
recent years two newer, great and 
growing fields have required copper, 
pure and simple. These are architec- 
ture and the electrical world. Where 
copper can be used in architecture it 


tion the most serviceable and endur- 
ing material, its toughness, beauty and 
longevity being exceptional. 

Electrical affairs are constantly 
growing in importance, and they re- 
quire copper at any price. The supe- 
riority of copper over iron for long- 
distance telegraph and telephone wires 
has been amply proved. On this sub- 
ject Mr. Fletcher writes: 

The cause of this is surmised by those 
who perceive some new properties of cop- 


per. The experience with 2000 miles of 
copper telegraph wires between New York 


and Chicago, and 600 miles between New 
York and ton, since 1885, although un- 
favorable ictions were made, have 


proven eminently satisfactory. The supe- 
riority of 1 for work was quickly 
oven, and its “standing up’ qualities 
ave been perfectly demonstrated. This is 
the experience in oy the continent, 
South America and India. hen for an 
reason they are removed, they are worth 
per dent. as old copper, while old iron wires, 
at the “streak of rust“ condition, are almost 
worthless. Copper rusts, “corrodes,” they 
say, but its rust quickly protects the inte- 
rlox, precisely the opposite to iron “rusting,” 
whieh destroys the whole. Bury a copper 
and an iron nail a — and this fact is 
noted; in old Messopotamian cities perfect 
copper articles have been dug up, some 40 
centuries old. 


As America is and will be the 
largest producer, as well as the great- 
est consumer of copper in the world, 
we cannot but congratulate ourselves 
upon the growing use of the metal in 
the arts and manufactures.

Immensity ef the Great West— 
California — The Yellowstone 
Park—Marvelous Colors—How Is 
the Continent to Be Gospelized? 


Brookiyn (N. T.), Sept. 22.—[Spe- 
cially Reported for Tar Tues.) It was 
a great anthem of praise that went up 
from the crowde@ throngs at the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle this morning, 
where the Rey. T. De Witt Talmage, 


D. D., preached as usual. The open- 


ing hymn was: 
No more let human blood be spilt, 
Vain sacrifice for human guilt, 
But to each conscience be applied 
The blood that flowed trom Jesus’ side.” 


he subject of the sermon was, 
From Ocean to Ocean; or, My Trans- 


ntinental Journeys.“ Text: Psalms 
Ixxii, 8; “He shall have dominion 
from sea to sea.” The preacher said: 

What two seas are here referred to? 
Some might say that the text meant 
that Christ was to reign over all the 
land between the Arabian Sea and the 
Caspian Sea, or between the Red Sea 
and the Mediterranean Sea, or between 
the Black Sea and the North Sea. No 
in such case my text would have named 
them. It meant from any large body 
of water on the earth clear across to 
any other large body of water. And 
so [hayearightto read it. He shall 
have dominion from the Atlantic Sea 
to the Pacific Sea. theme is, 
America for God! 

First, consider the immensity of 
this procession. If it were on 1 1 
small tract of land, capable of no ing 
bétter than sage brush and with abil- 
ity only to support prairie dogs, I 
should not have much enthusiasm in 
wanting Christ to have it added to 
His dominion. But its immensity and 
uffluence no one can imagine, unless, 
in emigrant wagon, or in stage coach, 
or in rail train of, the Union Pacific, 
or the Northern Pacific, or the Cana- 
dian Pacific, or the Southern Pacific, he 
has traversed it. Having been privi- 
leged six times to cross this continent, 
and twice this summer, I have come to 
some appreciation of its magnitude. 
California, which I supposed in boy- 
hood from its size on the map, was a 
few yards. across, a ridge of land on 
which one must walk cautiously lest 
he bit his head against the Sierra Ne- 
vadas on one side or slip off into the 
Pacific waters on the other: Califor- 
nia, the thin slice of land as I sup-

ave found to de larger than 
all the States in New England, 
and all New York State and all Penn- 
sylvania added together; and if you 
add them together their square miles 
fall short of California. North and 
South Dakota, Montana and Wash- 
ington Territory to be launched next 
winter into Statehood will be giants at 
their birth. Let the Congress of the 
United States strain a point and soon 
admit also Idaho and Wyoming and 
New Mexico. What is the use in 
keeping them out in the cold any 
longer? Let us have the whole 
continent divided into States 
with Senatorial and Congres- 
sional represeutativ and we will 
all be happy together. If some of them 
have not quite the requisite number of 

ple, ix up the Constitution to suit 

ese cases, Even Utah will, by drop- 
ing polygamy, soon be ready to enter. 
Monogamy has triumphed in parts of 
Utah, and will probably triumph at 
this fall election in Sait Lake city.

I am glad you mentioned 
that. Within twenty-five years there 
will not be between the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts a bundred miles of land 
not reclaimed either by farmer’s plow 
or miner’s crowbar. By irrigation the 
waters of the rivers and the showers 
of heaven in what are called the 
rainy season will be thered into 
eat reservoirs and through . aque- 
ucts let down where and when the 
want them. Utah isan object 
esson. Some parts of that Territory 
which were so barren that a spear of 
ass could not have been raised there 
na hundred years are nowrich as 
Lancaster-county farms of Pennsyl- 
vania or Westchester farms of New 
York or Somerset-county farms of 
New Jersey. Experiments have 
roved that 10 acres of ground 
rrigated from waters gathered in 
great hydrological basins will produce 
as much as fifty acres from the dowu- 
ur of rain as seen in ourregions. We 
ave our freshets and our drouths, but 
in those lands which are to be scien- 
tifically irrigated there will be neither 
freshets nor drouths. As you take a 
itcher and getit full of water and 
en set it on a table and take a drink 
outofit when you are thirsty and 
never think of drinking a pitcherful 
all at once, so Montana and Wyoming 
and Idaho will catch the rains of their 
rainy season and take up all the 
waters of their rivers in great pitchers 
of reservoirs and drink out of them 


whenever they will and re- 
fresh their land whenever they 
will. The work has already been

vernment. Over four hundred lakes 
have already been officially taken 
possession of by the Nation for the 
at enterprise of irrigation. Rivers 
hat have n rolling idly through 
these regions, doing nothing on their 
Way to the sea, will lassoed and 
corralled and penned up until such 
times as the farmers need them. Un- 
der the same processes the Ohio, the 
Mississippi and all the other rivers will 
be taught to bebave themselves better, 
and great basins will be made to 
catch the ‘surplus of waters in 
times of freshet and keep them for 
times of drouth. The irrigating 
process by which all the arid lands be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
are to be fertilized is no new experi- 
ment. It has been going on success- 
fully hundreds of years, in Spain, in 
China, in India, in Russia, in Egypt. 
About eight hundred millions of 
eople of the earth today are 
ept alive by food raised on irrigated 
land. And here we have allowed to 
lie waste, given up to rattlesnake and 
bat and prairie-dog, lands enough to 
support whole nations of industrious

ductive surfaces coal, aud iron, and 


and the new settlers, and the husband- 
men who put their brain, and hand 
and heart, to this transfiguration of 
the American continent! 

But, while I speak of the immensity 
of the continent, I must remark it is 
not an immensity of monotone or 
tameness. The larger some countries 
are, the worse for the world. This 
continent is not more remarkable for 
its magnitude than for its wonders of 
construction. Whata pity the United 
States Government did not take pos- 
session of Yosemite, California, as it 
has of Yellowstone Park, Wyoming, 
and of Niagara Falls, New York. 
Yosemite and the adjoining California 
regions! Who — has seen them can 
think of them without having his 
blood tingle. Trees now stand there 
that were old when Christ lived. 
These monarchs of foliage reigned be- 
fore Cœsar or Alexander, and the next 
thousand years will not shatter their 
scepter. They are the masts of the 
continent, their canvas spread on the 
wind while the old ship bears on its 
way through the ages. Their size, of 
which travelers often speak, does not 
affect me so much as their longevity. 
Though so old now, the branches of 
some of tbem will crackle in the last 
conflagration of the planet. That val- 
ley of the Yosemite is eight miles long 
and a half mile wide and three 


thousand feet deep. It seems 
as if it had been the 
meaning of Omnipotence to crowd into 


as small a place as possible some of the 
most stupendous scenery of the world. 
Some of the cliffs you not stop to 
measure by feet, for they are literally 
a mile high. Steep so that neither foot 
of man nor beast ever scaled them, 
they stand in everlasting defiance. If 
Jehovah has a throne on earth these 
are its white pillars, Standing down 
in this great chasm of the valley you 
look up and yonder is Cathedra! k, 
vast, gloomy Minster built for the 
silent worship of the mountains.

Maj. John André, after having met 
Benedict Arnold at West Point on 
September 22, 1780, was on the 23d 
hurrying back on his return and had 
nearly reached Tarrytown, when he 
was stopped by three scouts named 
Paulding, Van Wart and Williams. 
André, expecting to see only friends in 
that quarter, said ,incautiously: “I 
hope, gentlemen, you belong to our 
party.“ Paulding answered, 

“WHICH PARTY?”’ 

“The lower party,“ replied André. 
Paulding gave an affirmative answer, 
upon which André said: “I am a Brit- 
ish officer out on important business; 
I hope you will not detain me a mo- 
ment.“ He was then ordered to dis- 
mount. In dismay he showed Arnold’s 
ass. At first this would bave satisfied 
is captors, now it wastoo late. Ar- 
nold’s plans of West Point were found 
on his person. “This fellow is a spy,” 
said Paulding. André offered ahy 
sum for his release, but to no purpose, 
He had not 10 days to live and was ex- 
ecuted as a spy October 2, 1780. 

The British army under Sir Arthur 
Wellesley, afterward Duke of ee 
ton, entered the Mahratta State in the 
south, and took the city of Almedug- 
ur on August.12, 1808, and defeated 
he Scindiar and the Rajah of Berar at 
Assaye on September 23d following.
